When 
He reached death, He was 
placed in a borrowed grave 
through the pity of a friend. 
Nineteen centuries wide 
have come and gone and 
today He is the central figure 
of the human race and the 
leader of the column of 
progress. I am far within the 
mark when I say that all the 
armies that ever marched 
and all the navies that ever 
sailed and all the parliaments 
that ever sat and all the kings 
that ever reigned put toge- 
ther have not affected the life 
of man upon this earth as has 
that one solitary life.

***Alabama dairymen are 
encouraged to shorten the 
average time between 
calvings. By reducing this 
time from 14 to 12%2 months, 
production and profits will be 
increased. Allowing cows to 
stay open more than 100 days 
costs $1 to $2 per cow per 
day. 
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***In the 1980-81 year, the 
Alabama State Docks ex- 
ported 63 million bushels of 
soybeans, corn and wheat. 
This accounted for about 
$350 million. The total 
economic impact of these 
exports was almost $1 
billion. 
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***According to the USDA, 
U.S. farmers export two- 
thirds of their wheat crop, 
almost two-thirds of their 
rice, half their soybeans, 
three-fifths of their cotton 
and more than a third of their 
corn.

FOOD SAFETY 

The Holiday season is 
the time for entertaining 
family and friends, and for 
serving rich highly perish- 
able foods. Remember that 
turkey, oysters and even 
roast beef need special care 
to prevent spoiling. 

Thaw turkeys the safe 
way ... in the refrigerator or 
in a plastic bag under run- 
ning water. 

It's safer to cook the 
dressing separately. But if 
you do stuff the bird, check 
it’s internal temperature to 
make sure it reaches 165 
degrees for complete safety. 

After the meal, as soon as 
it’s polite to clear the table, 
refrigerate your holiday tur- 
key. Care also needs to be 
taken with scalloped oysters. 
Put them directly in the oven 
from the refrigerator and 
store leftovers immediately. 
Rare roast beef should be 
cooked until the internal 
temperature is at least 140 
degrees.

POND FERTILIZATION 


Did you know that a 
properly fertilized fishpond 
can increase fish yields three 
to four times? Dr. John 
Jensen, fisheries specialist at 
Auburn, said recently that 
fertilizing a farm fishpond is 
just as essential as putting 
fertilizer under crops. 

What do fertilizers do? 
Fertilizer nutrients stimulate 
the growth of microscopic 
plants called algae. Algae 
are eaten by small animals 
such as insects which serve 
as food for bream. - The 
bream, in turn, are eaten by 
bass. Algae makes the water 
turn green. This helps to 
shade the pond bottom which 
prevents growth of trouble- 
some weeds and ‘Moss’. 

There are too many de- 
tails on fertilization manage- 
ment to mention. However,

Rubik's 
Cube

QUESTION: What 
has six sides - each being a 
different color, is made up of 
27 smaller cubes, and has 40 
quintrillion possible combi- 
nations with only one con- 
sidered solyed? 
ANSWER: Rubik's Cube. 
If at first you don’t suc- 
ceed, then turn, turn, turn. . 
This is the key solution in 
solving the cube. Looking 
around the classrooms of 
EHS, one discovers there are 
many of these cubes. 
Teachers are having to repri- 
mand students because of it. 
Several students say the 
cubes are fun and good for 
reasoning and problem solv- 
ing, and they would rather 
solve the cube than algebra 
problems.

Rubik's Cube is the Hun- 
garian born phenomenan 
that has recently en-crazed 
the nation. Over 10 million 
have been sold since May 
1980. 

The object of the cube is 
to scramble the solid colored 
side by rotating the rows of 
cubes on their inner axis and 
eventually return them to 
their original places. 

The cube was created by 
Ermo Rubik, a teacher of 
architecture and design at 
the School For Commercial 
Artists in Budapest, Hun- 
gary. Rubik created it to 
improve his, students sense 
of spatial relationships. 

For those who can’t seem 
to solve their cube, there are 
several books on the subiect. 
The Ideal Toy Company, 
manufacturers of the cube, 
sells it own version of how to 
solve it. Also available is 
“The Simple Solution to 
Rubik's Cube,** a 64-page 
book, written by James G. 
Nourse, a Stamford Univer- 
sity chemist who worked out 
his solution to the Cube 
during Christmas vacation. 

Some of the reasons for 
the popularity of Rubik's 
Cube are that: it’s challeng- 
ing, it’s a fad, frustration can 
be taken out on it, and it 
looks impressive to be seen 
playing with one.

Yep, there's 
no doubt ye ole sports editor has finally gotten in the 
Christmas spirit. Now that it is sure erough cold, there is no 
doubt it’s Christmas time in South AJabama, and I'm ready 
for Santa Claus to bring me some goodies, I don’t know just 
how good I've been, but I might ge: one or two things -- you 
can't ever tell.

The Kinston Bulldogs 
Shane Smith hit a despera- 
tion shot from the top of the 
key with only :02 left on the 
clock to lift his team to a 
thrilling 57-55 win over New 
Brockton, last Tuesday night 
in New Brockton. 

Both teams are defending 
state champions and the 
Bulldog victory avenged 
three losses to the 
Gamecocks last season. 

The two county rivals 
came out going full speed 
and almost burned off the 
nets as Kinston managed to 
move on top 21-20 after one 
stanza. Curtis Lane scored 
eight points in the quarter to 
spark Kinston, while Ricky 
Purvis hit 10 points for 
Brockton. The Kinston de- 
fense began to flex its muscle 
in the second quarter, while 
the Bulldog offense con- 
tinued to roll along, and at 
the half the Dogs had taken a 
commanding 40-28 advan- 
tage!

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Kinston Rally Falls Short In 68 -58 Loss 


The Kinston Bulldogs 
rallied from a 19-point deficit 
in the second quarter to pull 
within two points late in the 
game, but could never catch 
up and dropped a_ hard- 
fought 68-58 decision to the 
Enterprise Wildcats Thurs- 
day night in Enterprise. 

The win upped the 4A 
Wildcats’ slate to 7-3, while 
the loss snapped a four-game 
Kinston winning streak and 
left the Bulldogs with a 7-3 
record. 

The opening stanza was a 
battle between the defenses - 
Kinston’s zone vs. the 
Enterprise man-to-man, and 
both defenses did an out- 
standing job. 

Kinston drew first blood 
on a short jumper by Mike 
Rhodes, but missed some 
easy buckets inside and 
watched as the Wildcats 
moved on top 6-2 midway 
through the quarter. Curtis 
Lane scored six points late in 
the quarter and after eight 
minutes of play Enterprise 
led 9-8, 

Enterprise hit three 
buckets in the opening 
minute of the second quarter 
to go on top 15-8 and then 
broke loose and ran away to 
take a 34-15 advantage with 
2:34 left in the half. Kinston 


never quit, despite the 
turnovers committed against 
the Wildcat press, but 


couldn't stage a comeback 
and trailed 38-18 at the half. 

The Bulldogs came out 
hustling in the third stanza, 
and behind the scoring of 
Curtis Lane and the re- 
bounding of Mike Rhodes, 
began to chip away at the 
Enterprise lead. The Dogs 
got as close as 13 points at 
44-31 with 3:31 left in the 


quarter, but trailed 54-39 
going into the final quarter of 
play.

JANUARY 


1... The Elba Fire Dept. was called to a 
fire at the Dewey Barnes home on 
Monday, Dec. 29, and extinguished a 
blaze that caused moderate damage to 
the modern brick residence. 


8...Suits seeking over $42 million in 
damages are being tried this week in 
Circuit Court. Sued in the case are two 
Opp druggists--Ted Roquemore, owner 
of Ted’s Pharmacy, and Lloyd Sellers, 
owner of Dean's #harmacy, along with 
Purolater Courier Corp. 


15...A public hearing on the proposed 
connector road from the Brundidge 
Highway to the Kinston Highway via 
Troy Highway, Taylor Mill Road and 
Opp Highway, was held last Thursday 
night at the Elba Elementary School 
with 79 local citizens present. 


22...The Elba City Council considered 
several yery important items at the 
Monday night meeting, including hospi- 
tal expansion and a three-year recrea- 
tion project. 


29...A routine search Saturday night of 
the smoldering ruins of a 1978 Ford 
pickup truck revealed the charred 
remains of a Ft. Rucker soldier--Jimmy 
E. Tucker, age 31. 


FEBRUARY 


5...The third fire this winter hit the 
small town of Glenwood about 3:30 a.m. 
Saturday, totally destroying a home and 
its contents. Win Westbrook, 22 of 
Elba, was driving through Glenwood 
and happened to spot the fire and 
awakened its only occupant, saving the 
life of Wilson Hughes. 


12...The heavy rains that drenched all 
arcas of South Alabama on Tuesday, 
Feb. 10, took their tol! on roads 
throughout Coffee County, and County 
Engineer Bill McClain reports it could 
take as long as several months for his 
crews to finish repairs on all the 
damage. 


19...Three arrests have been made and 
Grand Jury indictments received in the 
murder of a Ft. Rucker soldier who's 
body was discovered in a burned 
pickup truck near Kinston. Arrested 
were LaDonna Tucker, Douglas Ard and 
Donald Ray Ard. 


26...A raccoon appeared on the front 
doorsteps of Malcolm Harper last 
Saturday and lab reports showed the 
animal had rabies. The area is located 
two miles west of New Brockton on 
Highway 84 in the Jehovah Witness 
Church area. 


MARCH 


5...A Coffee County jury has found 
former Elba businessman Frank Ashe 
guilty of second degree arson for the 
burning of his car dealership in May. 
The jury reached the verdict after two 
hours of deliberation. 


12...The citizens of Elba and surround- 
ing areas breathed a sigh of relief early 
Tuesday night when the word came that 
accused murderer Donald Ray Ard had 
been recaptured and was back in 
custody at the Coffee County Jail. Ard, 
28, had escaped earlier in the day and 
eluded police for almost seven hours 
prior to his capture. 


19...Local officials will begin enforcing 
Elba’s new dog leash law on April 1 
and, according to. Mayor Bob English, 
that isn’t soon enough for many people. 
Under the new law, dogs older than 
three months will not be able to run 
loose within the police jurisdiction of 
Elba. 


26...The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 23, in Elba, and discussed the 
possibility of filing a lawsuit against the 
state in an effort to receive payment for 
the expenses incurred by state prison- 
ers while housed in the County Jail. The 
state now owes over $62,000 for the 
inmates. 


APRIL

16...James Hammonds has reached an 
agreement with the City of Elba to 
initiate a Green Life Project. The project 
will include donating five acres of land 
as a garden plot to allow citizens over 60 
an opportunity to grow their own 
vegetables, 


23...Almost five years ago, Jim and 
Myrna Rhoades were told to spend as 
much time as possible with their infant 
daughter, and were given little hope by 
medical specialists that the child would 
celebrate her first birthday. Today, 
Robyn Rhoades runs and plays as 
actively as any other five-year-old, and 
next fall will be taken off chemo- 
therapy, which has been used to battle 
two rare types of leukemia.

Sunday afternoon while on a swimming 
outing at the Pea River, north of Elba. 
She had reportedly gone to the swim- 
ming and picnic area known as Harper's 
Bottom, and was discovered floating 
downstream several hundred yards 
from where she had last been seen.

10...After deliberating for only 20 
minutes the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty of escape in the second degree 
Wednesday for Donald Ray Ard. Judge 
Terry Butts sentenced Ard to 10 years in 
prison. 


17,..Charles David Stokes pled guilty 
last week in Coffee County Circuit Court 
to a first degree assault charge and was 
granted three years’ probation by Judge 
Terry Butts. Stokes was charged in the 
May 31 shooting of 18-year-old Rocky 
Strickland.

County Commission Hires 3 Clerks 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Dec. 28, 
in Enterprise, and held a short, but 
busy nieeting. 

The first order of business was to 
,oner bids on three used garbage trucks 
owned by the county. The county pur- 
chased the trucks when it operated a 
door-to-door garbage pickup system, 
however, it recently turned the program 
over to a private contractor and de- 
cided to sell the trucks, The only bid 
received came from R&R Solid Waste 
and it was as follows: $1,600 for 1978 
Chevrolet; $3,500 for 1979 Ford and 
$3,500 for 1976 Ford. The commis- 
sion discussed the bid briefly and tabled 
any action until the next meeting. 

Bids were also opened for the re- 
surfacing of 12 miles of roadway on five 
roads in the county. Bids received were: 
$182,969.31 -- Wiregrass Construction; 
$211,592.76 -- Baxter's Asphalt & 
Concrete; $205,675.44 -- S & C Mater- 
ials and $156,044.62 -- Couch, Inc. 
The commission accepted the low bid 
from Couch. 

The commission approved the hiring 
of three clerks for various county 
offices, with one to be used in the 
commission office, one in the Enter- 
prise probate office, and one in the 
office of the revenue commissioner. The 
clerk in the commission office was 
allocated in the budget, while the other 
two positions were filled because of 
need, 

The commission discussed its plans 
to appeal Judge Gamble’s contempt 
order, but would not comment on the 
matter any further. The commission 
also told Probate Judge James I 
Sawyer to wait before giving instruc- 
tions to the architect concerning jail 
plans. 

A bridge on the Airport Road in Elba 
will soon be repaired due to action taken 
Monday. The commission voted to send 
a $22,000 check to the state to cover 
20% of the cost of the project, while 
federal funds will total almost $88,000.
